Police to share resources in bid 
to make'significant savings' 


DISCUSSIONS have started which will see spe¬ 
cialist police resources and support functions in 
the Avon and Somerset and Wiltshire forces 
being shared under a new strategic alliance, or 
“collaboration”, as both forces seek to secure sig¬ 
nificant savings over the next five years. 

The two forces already collaborate on Brunei, 
a shared Major Crime Investigation Team, and 
Special Branch. Building on these successful 
foundations, the forces expect a wider collabo¬ 
ration will deliver a more efficient and cost ef¬ 
fective police service for local communities. 

Over the past four years each of the forces has 
had to find substantial savings and, although this 
has not been easy, these have been achieved. We 
anticipate that further significant savings will 
have to be found by 2018/19 and hope that by 
collaborating where we can, the impact on the 
delivery of frontline services will be lessened. 

Discussions between the Police and Crime 
Commissioners and Chief Constables about a 
strategic alliance began in December 2014. 
These discussions are still at an early stage but it 
has been agreed that specialist police resources, 
protective services as well as corporate services 
will be included in the alliance. It has been 
agreed that both forces will retain their Police 
and Crime Commissioners and Chief Constables, 


and that neighbourhood and response policing 
will continue to be delivered and overseen lo¬ 
cally. 

Speaking about the proposals, Avon and Som¬ 
erset Police and Crime Commissioner, Sue 
Mountstevens, said: “We’re very optimistic 
about finding ways of working more closely to¬ 
gether in the future. We have a good track record 
with existing collaborations and there are clear 
benefits for both forces in pursuing further op¬ 
portunities.” 

Wiltshire and Swindon Police and Crime Com¬ 
missioner, Angus Macpherson, added: “It’s im¬ 
portant to stress that Wiltshire Police and Avon 
and Somerset Police are not merging; both will 
retain their own leadership and identity. This 
strategic alliance would look at how we could 
share more of our resources, such as specialist 
police resources and office functions. 

“Local policing - which we know is so impor¬ 
tant to our communities - would continue to be 
delivered locally in response to communities’ 
needs. 

“Police budgets are in a very challenging state 
and in the coming years this collaboration would 
help find the savings that both forces need to 
make.” 
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Police recover £60,000 worth of farm equipment 


NEARLY £60,000 of stolen agricultural equip¬ 
ment has been recovered this month in Somer¬ 
set with calls from the farming community and 
some tracking devices helping police to find 
them. 

In the most recent cases, a Ford New Holland 
tractor and McConnel bale grab and spike, each 
worth £9,000, were recovered at Ham Hill, near 
Yeovil.They had been reported stolen from High- 
bridge four weeks earlier and recovered on Tues¬ 
day, January 20th. 

Also on Tuesday, a 13-tonne capacity trailer 
worth £10,000 was found after police had recov¬ 
ered a tractor which had been stolen at the same 
time. The John Deere tractor, costing £20,000, 
was found at Cross, near Axbridge, on January 
15th thanks to information from the public 
which subsequently led police to the trailer too. 

They had both been reported stolen from a 
farm in Warwickshire in August last year. 

On January 8th, tracking devices fitted to two 


quad bikes, worth £8,000, meant they were 
found at Ham Hill just hours after they had been 
reported stolen from Dorchester. 

Sargent Stuart Williams of the Rural CrimeTeam 
said: "Enquiries are continuing regarding these 
recoveries, but we're pleased to have found such 
high value items in the space of a fortnight. 

"Particularly pleasing is that members of the 
farming community have called in suspicious 
sightings of machinery, and that two quad bikes 
had trackers fitted making it easy for us to find 
them. 

"Farms and rural businesses can take advan¬ 
tage of our rural community watch schemes and 
get crime prevention advice and equipment by 
getting in touch with their local beat teams, and 
I urge them to do so."

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Council reveals £300million spending plan 

BUT CUTS OF £ 16 MILLION MADE AFTER CENTRAL GOVERNMENT REDUCES ITS FUNDING 


SPENDING plans of more than £300million 
were unveiled by Somerset County Council 
this week, alongside a council tax freeze for 
the sixth year in a row. 

The proposals will be put to a vote at February’s full 
council meeting and include plans for more than 
£56million to be spent on new roads, school buildings 
and other projects as well as outlining how funding 
to services such as supporting adults, children and 
vulnerable people will be allocated. 

The plans reflect a loss of government funding to

the tune of £20million compared to last year, as well 
as increased demand across many services which has 
put huge pressure on council budgets. 

“We are delighted that we will be able to make de¬ 
cisions that will see investment in key areas in Som¬ 
erset like roads and schools, and to continue with our 
promise to freeze our part of council tax for a further 
year,” said council leader John Osman. 

“We have had to make some very difficult decisions 
to reflect the fall in government funding. I call again 
on government to look at how it allocates its funding 
and to stop the current system which penalises rural 
counties like Somerset. 

“We want fairer funding for Somerset and will con¬ 
tinue to take the fight to government to try to win the 
argument.” 

Under the proposals, frontline services for adults 
(£86million) and children (£40million) remain the 
biggest budget areas and wherever possible have been 
protected. The plans will also see more set aside for 
highways and waste budgets. 

As a direct result of the reduction in government 
funding, the council has had to make the following 
savings, which will be debated and voted on by Cab¬ 
inet members in early February: 

• £2.2million saved in adults services through more 
efficient ways of working; 

• £1 million saved by less use of residential care 
homes and helping people stay in their own homes 
for longer; 

• Around 100 staff posts being lost - either through 
not filling vacancies, or voluntary/compulsory redun¬ 
dancies - the area hardest hit will be the back office 
and admin area of business support which alone will 
save £1.4million; 

• Reducing staff sickness - needing fewer expensive 
temporary staff; 

• Reducing training and support in areas such as nurs¬ 
ery, early years and school improvement. 

There are around 60 other proposals, from minor 


funding changes through to significant sums, bringing 
the savings total to just over £16million. The rest of 
the budget gap will be delivered through a variety of 
ways including more people paying council tax, due 
to an increase in the number of homes built; an im¬ 
provement in the percentage of tax collected by dis¬ 
trict councils; and by restructuring the council’s debt 
payments. 

Decisions either already taken by officers or Cabi¬ 
net members, or due to be taken over the coming 
weeks include: 

• Increasing income across services; 

• Renegotiating new and existing contracts to deliver 
savings; 

• Reducing Somerset County Council’s bills - for in¬ 
stance by changing to LED lamps in street lights will 
save around £175,000 per year; 

• A series of cuts to public subsidies of bus routes 
subject to consultation. This, coupled with contract 
changes and a reduced amount paid to bus operators, 
could save the authority in the region of £600,000. 

“There is no doubt that we would rather not be mak¬ 
ing some of these savings, and if the government had¬ 
n’t reduced our funding by so much we wouldn’t have 
to,” said Councillor Osman. 

“I would highlight one area in particular - buses. 
We are having to look at savings such as stopping our 
subsidy for Saturday services. 

“Where a route is viable for bus operators, they will 
continue to run their services but on the face of it this 
looks like a tough decision - that is until you see the 
extent of some of our bus subsidies - it cannot be 
right that our council tax payers should be forking out 
more than £7 per person per journey on one route, and 
similar subsidies on many others.” 

The spending plans will be discussed by the coun¬ 
cil’s Scrutiny Committees on January 30th and Cab¬ 
inet on February 9th, both of which will be held at the 
Taunton Conference Centre at Somerset College. 


Vital repairs to A358 
starting next week 

VITAL work to repair and improve the A358 be¬ 
tween Taunton and llminster is taking place next 
week. 

Somerset County Council's highways team will be 
rebuilding and resurfacing the carriageway at West 
Hatch over a 10-day period starting on Monday, 
February 2nd. 

The work will take place at night between 7pm 
and 7am to minimise disruption, and will use tem¬ 
porary traffic lights to ensure that no road closures 
are required. 

Councillor Harvey Siggs, Somerset County Coun¬ 
cil's Cabinet Member for Highways, said: "The A358 
is one of our busiest roads and with such high traf¬ 
fic volumes the carriageway has started to deteri¬ 
orate. 

"Resurfacing like this is much more effective than 
patch repairs and our teams will be rebuilding the 
road with an innovative new surface which should 
help it stay in better condition and reduce the need 
for future maintenance. 

"We've planned this work so that no road clo¬ 
sures are required, but please be aware of it and 
allow extra time for your journey if necessary. 
Thanks for your patience."

Feme Animal Sanctuary seeking 
new home for rare Eriskay ponies 


FERNE Animal Sanctuary is urgently seeking a 
new home for Quiver and Quintus, two rare breed 
Eriskay ponies currently living at its site in 
Wambrook, near Chard. 

They ponies came to live at the sanctuary as due 
to the owners’ ill-health they could no longer be 
cared for. 

Despite Feme rehoming them again, unfortu¬ 
nately, nearly three years on, Quiver and Quintus 
have now lost their grazing home due to the land 
being redeveloped for housing. 

Nikki Haddock, head of equine at Feme Animal 
Sanctuary said: “The Eriskay breed is critically en¬ 
dangered - this means there are less than 300 
breeding mares left - which is rarer than the Giant 
Panda! They are native to the UK being from 
Eriskay, which is an island in the Outer Hebrides. 

“Quiver and Quintus have never been broken in 
and have just been kept as ‘field ornaments’ for 
most of their lives. They are proving to be excep¬ 
tionally difficult to find a new home for, so we are 
appealing to as many people as possible to help us. 

“They are now 15 years old and have never been 
separated, so they need to stay together. They are 
real little characters and would love a home to call 
their own to see out the rest of their days. They are 
a lovely example of a breed which is very rarely 
seen anymore. 

“Originally, the ponies would have been used for 
riding and driving. Children would even ride them 
to school. They are very versatile, strong enough 
to carry an adult, small enough to be ridden by chil¬ 
dren and capable of participating in any equestrian 
activities. 

“Due to their heritage they are extremely hardy 
ponies. They live out happily in the harshest con¬ 
ditions - provided they have adequate natural shel¬ 
ter and access to sufficient forage through the 



winter. 


“Losing land for grazing to development compa¬ 
nies who are building housing stock on it is becom¬ 
ing a more frequent occurrence for people keeping 
horses and livestock. We will be extremely grateful 
to anyone who can help us find them a permanent 
home.” 

Feme Animal Sanctuary is a registered charity 
open to the public all year round, except Christmas 
Day and New Year’s Day. It relies solely on dona¬ 
tions.

Council announces plans for 
540 new homes across district 


SOUTH Somerset District Council 
has released its affordable housing 
strategy which will see 540 addi¬ 
tional affordable houses built in the 
next three years. 

The published new strategy in¬ 
cludes plans for 270 additional 
homes by April 2015 and a further 
270 homes over the next three 
years. 

The strategy also contains meas¬ 
ures to protect the district’s most 
vulnerable residents and a new 
policy to safeguard rural social 
housing vacancies for local appli¬ 
cants. 

Affordability a major factor 

The Strategic Housing Unit 
works to provide decent, safe and 
secure homes throughout the dis¬ 
trict. The council responds to na¬ 
tional, regional and local priorities 
and ensures that sufficient multi¬ 
tenure housing is provided to meet 
the needs of a changing popula¬ 
tion. 

Councillor Ric Pallister, leader of 
South Somerset District Council 
and Portfolio Holder for Housing, 
said: “Affordability is now a major 
factor for many. With rising utility 
bills outstripping wages, far too 
many residents of South Somerset 
are facing the effects of poverty 
and it seems to be getting worse. 

“Our task is not only to create the 


houses we desperately need, but 
also to work with the tenants to 
maintain their tenancies and invest 
in their homes.” 

After a 10-week public consulta¬ 
tion, the strategy was given full ap¬ 
proval by councillors on December 
11th. It is now publicly available 
on the council’s website at 
www.southsomerset.gov.uk/plan- 
ning-and-building-control/strate- 
gic-housing/ 

There are currently 2,211 house¬ 
holds registered for rehousing in 
South Somerset. Anybody in need 
of affordable housing can register 
at www.homefindersomerset.co.uk 

This is a common register used 
by all five local housing authorities 
in Somerset and over 40 housing 
associations and other such land¬ 
lords. 

In South Somerset, the average 
house prices remain at over 10 
times the local average (median) 
gross salary, keeping home-owner¬ 
ship out of reach of many of the 
district’s residents. With an aver¬ 
age weekly private sector rent of 
£142, affordable housing is the 
only option for an increasing num¬ 
ber of people.

Q. I HAVE a mole next to my nose which I 
have often thought about having removed. 
I am going on a cruise in August to celebrate 
my 50th wedding anniversary and won¬ 
dered if I would be able to have the treat¬ 
ment before then? 

A. Yes, you have plenty of time to have this 
treatment before your cruise. Initially you 
would need to come for a Consultation with 
our Surgeon on a Monday evening or a 
Wednesday afternoon at the Nuffield Hos¬ 
pital in Taunton.

Follow¬ 
ing the consultation we can bookyou in for 
your treatment, usually within a couple of 
weeks, if you wish to go ahead. 

Q. I have always wanted to have this done .. 
but always been a little nervous how painful 
is the treatment? 

A. Please do not be nervous, this treatment 
is very painless and straight forward. Our 
Surgeon will inject a small amount of local 
anaesthetic into the area prior to treatment. 
The laser is very precise and targets only the 
mole itself and does not affect any of the 
surrounding skin. When the anaesthetic 
wears off you may feel a slight discomfort or 
stinging, this is fairly mild but if you do wish 
to take paracetamol this will help. 

Q. During the cruise I will be exposed to the 
sun, will I still be able to do this following 
treatment? 

A. We would always recommend using a 
high factor sun cream whenever you are ex¬ 
posed to the sun, especially on the treated 
area. You would need to wait 2 or 3 weeks 
for the skin to be fully healed before you go 
into the sun but the high factor sun cream 
will not only protect the more sensitive, 
treated area but will also help prevent fur¬ 
ther sun dam.
